                             FINDINGS OF FACT

1. On November 13, 1990, A & A Transport, Inc., P.O. Box

9478, Kalispell, Montana 59903, filed an application with the

Montana Public Service Commission under Title 69, MCA, for a

Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity authorizing the

empty plastic milk containers, Class C, from Billings, Montana,

to Great Falls and Kalispell, Montana.  Limitations: 

Transportation is limited to the account of Meadow Gold Dairy

and/or its successor in interest..

2. In accordance with Section 69-23-321, MCA, as amended,

this matter was noticed to the public December 7, 1989.  That

notice said in pertinent part:

If no written protests are received by December 27,



1989, a hearing may not be held and a final order may be
issued in this Docket.  If a protest is received, a
hearing will be scheduled.  Individual notice of the
hearing will be given only to Protestants and Applicant.

The application included affidavits of support.
3. No protests or responses of any kind were received.

                            CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. The Montana Public Service Commission properly exercises

jurisdiction over the parties and subject matter in this

proceeding.

2. The Commission afforded all parties interested in this

proceeding proper notice and an opportunity to participate.

3. Public Convenience and Necessity require a grant of the

authority sought by the Applicant.
